SInrderer Santo Under Examination - 
He is Satisfied with the Besnlt 
of His Deed. 

Paris, June 28.— The chances of M. Caai- 
mir Perier for tba presidency are regarded 
as greatly helped by the disBenaioes in the 

ranks of the Republican senators. It la ex- 
pected that of tho eight hundred votes oast 
by ballot to-morrow Casimir Ferler will 
receive' four hundred, His supporters 
are confident that he will have at least 
350 votes. Depny and Briaaoa together may 
possibly get 250. If CtkBimir<Perier is not 
olectfld on tho first ballot his chances may 
dimiolah thereiftor, as tho Dupuy faction is 
trying to induce Ikisaon'a aupportoro to 
transfer their votes aftor the first ballot to a 
darlt horse. Tho elootion of an " unknown" 
is regarded as improbable. 

When tho body of M, Cornot arrived at 
the palace this morning the principal ser- 
vants of the household wore in •itlendanco. 
When the oofHn was carried into the palace 
M. Carnot's coaohnian, who was greatly at- 
t&ohod to hia nia'jtfr, was so ovoroomo with 
grief that ho fainted. Ha did not legalu con- 
BciouaneBS and died from tho shook soon af :or. 

Tho public will bo odmitted to view tho 
body of President Curnot daily until tho 
funeral. The oollin, with the head slightly 
raised, has been placed in the middle room 
of tho palaco. The catafalque is equaro, 
sustained by four columns. The police at 
E'ienne to-day arrested three anarchists 
auspooted of having relations with Santo. 

Lts^bon, Juno 26,— A number of placards 
woro posted throughout the city last even- 
ing reading, " Ravaohol, Vaillant and 
Henry are avenged. Justice has been done 
by Santos' arm." 

Lyons, June 20 — The police are actively 
engaged in Boarohiog for acoomplicea of 
Santo, which they feel cortain he had. They 
are pskrlioularly anxious to find a hairdress- 
er's aseiatant numod Murius VioUey, who is 
said to have predicted that President Carnot 
would bs murdered on his arrival here. 
An Italian woman, who provos to have 
been Violley'p miatrpas, and one of Violloy's 
asaooiatee, named Rou, have been arrested, 
VioUey 80 far as disipptaied. Recently, 
whilo drunk, a friend of VioUey in a maud- 
lin state, exolaimed : " I hear the tolling of 
bolls, Vtolley has written the article, and 
we are betrayed," This at the time was 
thought nothing of. 

Wt^on the examining magistrate asked 
Santo' whether he had a personal grievance 
against President Carnot, he replied : "No, 
but he was a tyrant, and I killed him for 
that reason." 

"How did you stab him"?" asked tho 
magistrate, 

I pushed aside the horse and oairassier 
and advanced to the carriage, I had a dag- 
ger concealed in my s!eeve. I only had to 
raise my hand, I aimed at the stomach and 
brought my arm down sharplj-, shouting 
' I/ong live anarchy.' Tho crowd rushed 
-upon me and laid me prostrate. I was 
beaten mercilessly." '" la the President 
, dead ?" asked Santo. 

As the magistrate made 'tio reply, the 
prieoner took it for granted that his victim 
was dead. He'smiled and raising his hand, 
imttatdd tha aot of stabbing the president 
with andisguised glee, ' Xhe examination 
lasted four hours. 

London, June 26.'— Th« Honae of Com- 
mona to-day adopted a reaolacion expressing 
horror and detestation : at the aasasaination 
of President Carnot, and'oxtending the sym- 
pathy of Great Britain to the French peo- 
ple. The Honae of Lords adopted a aimilar 
resolution. 

Rome, Juno 26. — Many Italian workmen 
who woro driven out of MareelUea and 
Lyons, are returning to Italy. They tell of 
outrageous brutalitios sommittod by unroaa- 
oning French mobs. Thny declaro that 
many Italians in French towna 
havo been wocndcd and that 
some have died of their injuries, but 
that iho authorities are concealing tho faof. 
Dispatches on tho eabjeot nro actively ox- 
olianKod between Rome and Paris. Tho 
French authorities cxpreas regret that the 
rjiitragoH havo occurred, and advise a oloaer 
co-opuralioQ of tho French and Italian police 
ogainab the anarohiata. 

Ro.MK, Juno 25 — Cti'sar Giovanni Ssnto, 
the njun who murdered Preaident Carnot, 
ia the sou of Mario Rroglio and Antonio 
Caaesavio, Ho joined the anarchists' aseo- 
ciation at an early ago. In Junurry, 1892, 
he tried, with two follow anarchists, to 
start a newspaper, but was unable to ralsn 
the necessary funds, Tho pnlico watched 
him, and in the end of 1893 ho went to 
Swiizarland. 

Chioaog, June 20 — President Carnot'a 
aseaBBination cauncd intenso rxcitemcnt 
among thn French colonists ot Chicago. 
Had not Edward Bruwoart, the French con- 
sul, sternly checked two or throe of bis 
countrymen who were -determined to tuko 
revenge upon the Italian anarahiats hero, 
serious trouble would have arisen. Forty 
membera of the French olub held a meeting 
at Mr. iJruweart'a offioe to-day. Expres- 
sions of 'i ^grief < among the club 
memberaJj oyort^^'tHe' 'manner in whioh 
tho preaidenb was inardered g^vo way to 
oome extent to expresaioae ot regret that 
the people ahottid asaault people oi another 
nationality because the murderer happened 
to bo one of them. The threatened deter- 
mination for a time of some «f .the hotheads 
to rovengo the president's death on tho 
Italians in Chicago was considered serious 
enough by Mr. Bruwoart and Count Mazzi, 
acting consul for the Italian government, to 
work together for the prevention of an out- 
break.- 



CANADA'S SYMPATHY. 

The GovPrnor'Gcneral Trnnamlts r IIcsdiiro 
of Sincere Condolencfi with Franec. 

Ottawa, Juno 26 — Tho Govornor-Goner- 
al of Canada has cabled Lord Duiferin, 
British Minister at Paris, requesting him to 
convey to thn French miniacry the ainoore 
sympathy of tho Canadian government 
with tho French in the calamity which baa 
befallen them in tho asoaoaination of Presi- 
dent Carnot. Sir John Thompson has sent 
a meaeage of condolence to Madame Carnot 
conveying hia peraonal sympathy with her 
in her heavy bereavement, 



GOVERNMENT SUCCESS. 

Ministerial Candidates in Vancouver Havo a 
Splendid Eeoeptlon— The Opposi- 
tion Nowhere. 

Vancodveh, June 26.— (Special)— Sam. 
Greer's meeting in tha market hall was very 
largely attended. Mr. Greer denied the 
charge that the opposition or the govern- 
ment, or any member of either party had 
put up a cent for him. He aaid that if 
elected he wonld at'tend to personal matters 
first, thon.to Yancdnver. Opposition candi- 
dates or their supporters were called upon ; 
butno one responded. The three government 
candidates promptly responded to tholr 
namesand made rousing five minute speeches, 
carrying tli'a meeting with them. Someof tho 
hoodlums who attompted to break up the 
Davie meeting were present and tried their 
tactics again, but the cheers and applause 
for the government drowned them out. Tho 
market hall was full, and tho meeting was 
captured by tho government supporters "so 
emphatically that nearly ovory oppositionist 
loft tho hall boforo tho conclusion of tho 
meeting.

ToBONTO, June 26.— (Speclai>— Tha gen- 
eral elections for the Ontario legislature 
took ploce throughout Ontario to-day, Tho 
elections were the most exciting ever held 
in the province, but diapatohes received to- 
night from all points aay that everything 
possed quietly. The Liberal government, 
with Sir Oliver Mowat as premier, baa been 
sustained. At the oloBe of the polls it ia 
claimed that the vote stood : 50 Liberals, 
26 Conservatives, 13 Patrons of Industry, 
1 Independent and 1 member of tho P. P. A. 
Sir Oliver Mowal's majority over the 
Conservatives ia thus 2i, and over the Con- 
servatives, Patrons, Independents and P, P, A, 
combined, 8. There are 98 members in 
tho house, and up to the present time 91 
havo been returned. Four places aro yet to 
hoar from, but will not materlallly change 
the result. Judge Ballantyne, ox speaker, 
has been defeated, and Mr. Uarty, minister 
of Public A\ orks, who was running for King- 
ston, has also been defeated. Sir Oliver 
himself was re-elected for South Oxford by 
over 500 majority.

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CAENOT'S ASSASSINATION. 



Preparations for the Election of a

Pakis, Juno 26. — Proaident Carnot'a 
body arrived from Lyons to-day and waa 
driven to the Palace of Elyaee followed by 
the widow, sonB and members of. the house' 
hold. Thousanda., stood with. > uncovered 
heads as the oortege passed.' Premier 
Dupuy announoea that he will nob rofuae to 
be a candidate for the preaidoncy if the 
country detnande hia aervioea. It ia atatod 
. thai the govemmont propoaia to' declare a 
state of aicgo at Lyons. The aaaaaain, it is 
. learned, did not have a paper in hia hand 
when he approached Curnot'a carriage as 
proviouely stated, but a largo bouquet. He 
drew the dagger from behind and moved 
with Buch dexterity that he struck the 
blow before he could be seized. M. Julea 
Simon and Emile Olivier, both agree that 
Caaimir Perier should bo elected president. 
The cabinet bus perfected arrangoments for 
the funeral. 

A meeting of republican mombora of tho 
senate and cnamber of deputies waa held 
this afternoon to decide upon a candidalo 
for president to be voted for at Versailles to- 
morrow. Tho deputies and senators shouted 
at tho topa of thoir voices over one another's 
heads. 8onie demanded a vote without de- 
bate. Blows wore exchanged by several 
members and ink stands wore thrown about 
freely. Deputy Mara Sauzefc, member for 
Ardeohe, tried to stand upon the table and 
was pulled forcibly to the floor by M. Ber- 
teaux, member for Seine et Oiae, Another 
member 'who tried to hide tho ballot box 
waa etraok and thrown down dually, 
Finally acme of the older members 
proposed a reoess, and a motion 
to adjourn was carried. A lartie number 
remained in the hall, however, and after a 
short period of quiet Senator Deverinao, who 
presided, asked whetlier the meeting decided 
to vote. The tumult .waa renewed imme- 
diatoly^'ahd as it was iihpoasible to restore 
order M. Deverinao declared the moating 
closed and left the tribune. Free fighting 
ensued for .fully a quarter of an hour. 
Eventually the hall waa cleared. The con- 
flict was provoked by the socialists and ex- 
treme radicals in order to prevent a decisive 
vote. During tho fighting Deputy Herbert 
seized the ballot box in which a vote was be- 
ing taken, and breaking it up threw the 
papers in the face of his oppononta. Under 
the oircumatancea a record of the vote was 
oonaidered worthless. 

Two hundred republicans met subse- 
quently in the committee room, Deputy de 
Lane Montaud presiding. Beaolutions were 
adopted expressing the sorrow of the 
moderate party that the plenary assembly 
has been prevented from accomplishing its 
purposbby tumultuous scenes, and accusing 
the soeialiata of purposely obstructing the 
proceedings. It waa decided that the only 
recourse was to go to Versailles without pre- 
paratory decisions aa to the preaidenoy, and 
that this course waa likely to enaure the 
election of M. Casimir-Ferier. The socialists 
had Dupuy, Jaures, Hugos, Jourde, Miller 
and Grousett Hovelacque and Pierre Rich- 
ard to attend tho plenary meeting and act 
in consort with the advonoed repjabUoaa 
senators in tho choice of a oandidato who 
would not combat the socialists. 

Later in the day three republican sena- 
torial groups, the centre, the left re- 
publicans and (he unionist. republicans met 
to choose a candidate for the presidency. 
A ballot waa taken with this result : Gasi- 
mir.Perler 144, Dupuy 15, Brissoh 6, deFrey- 
oinet.4, .Arago 2, Lonbet-S, Gonstans 2, 
Cavaignao.l, No representatives of those 

f roups attended the preliminary moetiog. 
>epnry Pelletana, radical, complains that 
he was struck in the face with an inkstand 
during the tumult in the preliminary meet- 
ing. Deputy Sauzat, who was pulled off 
the table during the tumult, has challenged 
M. Bertettj'x to a duel. 

Glovacni Santo, the aasasin, waa born at 
Monte Viaoonti, northwest of Pavia, Da- 
comber, 1873. He ia a baker, and waa tried 
in Milan, in 1892, for breach of the peace, 
but waa acquitted. Santo delivered anar- 
Dhlet lectures of the vilest character before 
going to Switzerland last year. There is 
no longer doubt that the aesasBina- 
tion was the result of an anar- 
chistic conspiracy to avenge the 
'deaths of Yailiiaut and. Emile Henry. 
Twenty. detootives have geiie to .Gette, de- 
partment of Heranlt, where Santo was re- 
oently,dom!oiIed, to track down hia supposed 
Booomplioes. The weapon used by tho mur- 
derer was a long, triangular blade, of stil- 
etto pattern. Upon the blade are engraved 
tho words " Record of Tolado." . Tha sheath 
of the weapon ia of velvet, with red and 
black stripes. 

Sig. Btasman, the Italian ambassador, re- 
ceived a dispatch this afternoon from Rome, 
Biying the invcatigation by the Italian 
authorities roveala that Santo ia not an 
I.alian, but comes from Ticino, the south- 
eiaternmost canton qf Switzerland, where 
the majority of the inhabitants speak 
Italian. 

Tho polioo enquiry resulted lato this after* 
noon in obtaining tho following facta in re- 
gard to tho aesaaain's niovementa previous 
to tho crime : Santo misaod tho train run- 
ning dirnot to Lyons from CiJtto on Satur- 
day, and hud fo ^o to Montpolior and thonoo 
to Vienna. From there ha was also unable 
to pay hia furo on tho train to Lyons, and 
having only 00 centimes in his pocket wan 
obliged to wi;lk thirty milea. Ho arrived 
at Lyuns the same afternoon. 

When tho police rescued tho prisoner 
from tho mob after he had stabbed the pres- 
ident hia clothea were torn to shreds, and it 
was found neoossary to saw them together 
. the polios station. Santo was confined in 
a cell in the prison at the palace of justice 
at Lyons. 

Were it not for the presence of the over- 
whelming forco of troops stationed in and 
about Lyons, there ia little doubt that the 
mob would attack tho palace of jastiea and 
wreak vongeanoo upon the murderer. 
Mourning emblems are worn by nearly 
every man, woman and child in Lyons, and 
no dwelling seems too poor to display om- 
blema of grief. 

Toulon', Juno 20. — Hero, as olsowhoro in 
France, the smouldoring indignation against 
Italiana requires but a breoth to fan it into 
flamo. Tho British steamer Richardson was 
being discharged by i\ number of French 
and Italian stevedores. One of tho latter 
spoke insultingly of tho dead president, and 
several Frenchmen fell upon him. Ho was 
struck a fearful blow on the head with a bar 
of iron, badly fracturing tho akull. The 
Italian bail attongth enough to draw a 
knife, but was disarmed. I'ho polioo had 
tho greatest diflioulty in rescuing him from 
tho crowd. Tho Italian ia dying at tho 
hospital,

ing. Among these vessela a number of 
Italian oraf ta are present, and they all dis- 
play mourning flags. The polica haye been 
compelled to take vigoroua measures to pro- 
tect the large Italian oolony. Maraeilles, 
however, has thus far been free from dis- 
order, although there is great anxiety owing 
to the frequent conflicts whioh have taken 

?lace between Italian and French workmen, 
b is feared it will be necessary to occupy the 
Italian consulate with troops. 

New Yokk, Juno 26.— The anarchists of 
this city mot luat night in Faulkhabre'a hall. 
"Socialism and Anarohiam," was to have 
boon the subject for discussion for the even- 
ing, but little else was spoken of but the ex- 
alted " bravery " of the martyr who assas- 
sinated President! Carnot. The leader of 
the oommuniatio anarchists in this city, 
Horr Johann Moss,' was located yesterday 
in a saloon,' 144 Park row, where he was 
eating his lunch. : T 

"What do I think ; of,, Carnot's.^death? 
Well, I think the hog . should ^,haVe^ been 
stuck long ago. You don't see any.' mourn- 
ing band around my hat, do 'you T Well, 
neither would you see any if '"..the whole 
brood of autocratic hogs were butchered 
all In a heap. Xney ou^ht to be 
given their quietus .. in V: droves .'of forty 
and 6fty. Not that Carnot was any 
luminous mark to aim at. He waa not ex- 
autly what one would call a deapot ; but 
tho big, overbearing pig scrawled his name 
to every document that steeped honest folks 
deeper ond deeper into slavery. It was 
right, it was just, it wos glorious to ex- 
tinguish such a lifo." "The Czar," ho 
added. " Well, hia time will come too. It 
cost about from four to b\x millions a year 
to hodg^ that hog's life around with aafe- 
guards, but with all precautions ho finds 
overy day some such pleasant souvenir aa a 
death's hoad painted on hia bed curtaina, or 
u dagger stuck into hia counterpane, or a 
miniaturo bomb lying under hia head. He 
is tho hog with tho biggest grunt, and 
some day ho will have to go like your 
Carnota and your other beasts. Herr 
Dowe's bullot-proof coot will not avail him. 
He will be reached though ho sit entrenched 
in a tower of steel a thousand feet in thick- 
ness. And as for your brood of roportors, I 
want to say," continued Herr Moat, na ho 
waa leaving his meal, "you ore not your 
own mostera, I know your are slaves of big 
combines that sond you hither and thither 
to do this and that. To-day you are sent 
to into^vlew an anarchist, the next day a 
hog of a so-called atatosman, and the third 
day you report an execution or some other 
murder. But, mark you, though 
you are slaves I give you warn- 
ing that if you do not traat ua with 
greater fairness than you have been doing, 
slave or no slave, you will some day come 
into contact with the knifb'a edge, and in a 
way that will not please you." 

Herr Most also spoke of the manner in 
which weapons and dynamite Aught to be 
used to prove moat eneottve. He has pab- 
lished a letter in the Freihelt, which will be 
translated for the morning papers. It treats 
of the superiority of aome weapons over 
others in dispatching rulers and bourgeoisie. 
He gives special prominence to the knife 
^yhen asked conoernlna the coincidence be- 
tween his having advocated the use of the 
knife and its employment by the Italian who 
murdered Carnot, 5lost said : " You don't 
mean to say thot you think my advice waa 
so quickly acted upon ?" 

Gains Zimmerman, editor of the Flaming 
Torch, said Carnot richly deserved hia fate, 
"He had been a°kod," aaid Zimmerman, 
" to pardon Vailiant, and he troated tho 
committee like ao many dogs. The commit- 
too wished to show that Vaillant's trial was 
unfair, that ho was not guilty, but Carnot 
showed the committee to the door ond the 
martyred .Yaillant was.exsoutod. Carnot 
ODuId have saved him with one stroke of his 
pen." 

Jose Vglealas, a wealthy cigar mannfao- 
turer, of 15S Division street, was seen in 
Brooklyn last night. He aaid : " I be- 
lieve, judging from deaoriptions published 
of him, that Emilio Santo, who ussasainated 
President Carnot, lived in Brooklyn eighteen 
months ago. He waa a well educated man, 
and lived for a long time in South America. 
About eighteen montha ago, he having been 
in this country si.x months, 1 contributed to 
a fund to aond bim to Paris, where he said 
he had friends and could got work, Santo 
was a quiet, dobp thinker, and I must aay 
the very laat person whom I would imagine 
an asjassin. Yet, aa I have aaid before, the 
deaoripitionaof him are .snoh that I haliave 
him to be the same one."

By tho ofl'orta of tho Oppoaition tho aasess- 
mencof wild land has boon much improved; 
tho ud valorem principle of assuaaniont accord- 
ing to the land yalue^iB now ihn law. 

There aro two easential matters yet to bo car- 
ried out in connection with tho encouraging of 
agriculture aettlera. PIrat. tho st'rvejlng of 
available lands] for auoh a Ipurpoao and giving 
tho nocca'ary information by tho Landa and 
Worka Uopartment; second, iho making of 
roads to such aottlnnicnta, so that tho farmer 
may bo able to bring hia produce to market— 
auch a policy aa thia must bo adopted in order 
to develop and encourage the farniing industry 
of our Province. By so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth and prospority. 

Tho railway policy of Iho Uovornmont haa 
not boon a bubincds-liko one.

Un 
the one hand a corporation rcceivoi a largo 
subsidy and, an immonao tract of land, freo 
from taxation for ever; on tho other, a piivnto 
company ia subaidincd by guaranteeing the 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road aa well aa in- 
teroat on tho aamo for twonty-llvo yeara. Ono 
cannot but como to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of auch a character ia likely to 
bring tho credit of tho Province into diare- 
pule. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo deplored: 
but monopolioa backed by Govc-rnmont aid and 
support are often tho most dlllicult to over- 
CO ■ o. Government aid to auch un oxtont 08 
has been given in the inatuncea referred to 

Ereoludes other roada from being usaistcd or 
uilt. Aa an instance of thia wo recognl/,o the 
dtllloulty tho Briliah Pacific Railway will have 
In dealinij with tboEaquiraalt & Nanuimo K<il- 
way and ita oxiating ilghta. Thus by tho action 
of tho preaont Government in tho pa.st it looka 
as if tho province were at tho morcv of ring- 
Btora and monopoJists who are despoiling tho 
people of thoir heritage. 

I am opposed to the cxocutivo using ita power 
to mako largo approuriationa of monoy by 
special warrant for roada, atroeta, bridges and 
public works, without flrsD submitting such lo 
tho legiclaturo. Such a course of action leads 
to favoritiam and corruption and ia not in ac- 
cord with tho principleaof constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
tho roduotion of taxation on improrementsand 
the abolition ot taxes on mortBagos.-: TheUttler. . 
impost presses doublyhard Upon the borrower,' . 
and the repeal of this law would be in the ln> 
tor.-st and for the advancement of the province. 

Tho practico followed on toe ovo of a general 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by memborsof thoexecutivoshould 
bo condemned, us it is attempting to bribe the 
electors with their own monoy. Tho indopotd- 
ent electors should answer thia by sending men 
to tho Legialaturo who will do thoir utmost to 
romovo auch ministors from power. 

During tho post four yora logialation hsia 
boon brought about, chiefly by tho Opposition, 
in reforming the School Law. The residents of 
the cities have now greater power over the man- ^ 
Bgomentof thoir aohoolB.and more iayotdealred:. 
In thia particular. I shall uso my boat ondeav-'f 
ora to bring thia about, bo that our achtola may ' 
bo free of all political Influoncoa. • ' 

I havo also advocated further roatrictlon oa- 
Cblneso immigration and the employment of 
Chineas by any company aeeking charters or 
grants from the Legi ^laturo. I have advocated 
and still maintain that a elauao ahould bo in- 
aortcd in all biUa giving such privilegea oraid 
to prevent the employment of this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated the nccassity ot em- 
ploying roaidonta ot the Provinco inatead of 
non-reaidontaorforelguera in tho prosecution ot 
all worka or contracta lot by tho Govemmont. 

It ia iinpopaible in an addicaa of thia kind to 
touch on all queationa alTeotlng the Province. 
Ihopo, however, before long to have the opnor. 
tunity of nddroasing the electors in pnollo 
meeting, at which time 1 will refer tomatteni 
nioro oxtonaively.

The Secrets of the Game and tlio 
Mystery of the "Kitty " 
DiscIoBed. 

Proprietor Cook of The Bee Hive 
Bound Over for Trial by the 
Magistrate. 



How to pUy Black Jack was thor 
oagbly »nd ezplioidy demonBtrated in the 
city police oparb yeateiday, to tho BBtltfao- 
tioo of a naineronii and keenly Intereated 
' aadlenosi la which, however, the "aporta" 
'"'^'trere oontpioaoua only as abaentnes. For 
Bome reaaon or other, the case poaseBaed no 
attraction for the talent, and when the in- 
formation nbarglng John Cook with being 
the proprietor of a gaming house waa called, 
and expert teatimony waa eadly needed in 
tolving tha mystery of the rauoh-talked-of 
Kitty's identity, the exports wore far, far 
away. Mr. F. B. Gregory (Bolyoa & Greg- 
ory ) appeared f or i he def euue, and applied to 
have the oaso disposed of summarily by the 
magiatrato. The question of Jurisdiotion 
was thus introducuci, and after the point 
had boon diecubsed at some length, tho court 
expressed grave doubts as to having power 
to determine the oaao. Then oamo a iuriher 
diacuasion aa to the defioitton of the term 
"diaorderly house," the magistrate fiia»lly- 
announolDg that in any event he should send 
the ease for trial in the higher oourt ur else 
dismiss it — aooordioi; to the evidence 
presented. If a prima Jacie ciso was 
made out ho would not aaaume the rospousi- 
bility of trying it. The calling of wituonaes 
th^n proceeded, 

Chief Sbeppard firat took the stand and 
referred generally to the reports which had 
reached him in his official oapaoity in re- 
gard to gambling at the Bee Hive. The 
proprietor (defendant) had been warned 
'two months ago by one of the' sergeants 
that he voald have to disoontinne tho games 
Bt his' plaoe ; and again a month later he 
had beenvaraed a second time by^: officer 
Paliner. J- 

There was an objeotton to this testimony, 
and the Chief resumed tharoleofpabliopro-' 
Beoutor, calling Htibert Bostwiok, barber of 
131 Douglas street, as the first witness. 

This witness told botr he had on the 
night of the 11th inab. visited the Bee Hive, 
going into tho bar, billiard and card rooms. 
In tho latter he had taken part in u game 
of Bluoli Juck with several others. There 
were live men at tho same table aa he was, 

all playing 

His Honor— You mean persons of tho 
male box ; they were not all men as I under 
stand tho case. There waa one boy or more 
among them. 

Witness continued that there were five at 
bia table, he beiog one of the five. He him 
self turned five or six bets and lost about 
SI.JjO. Saw a young man named Morris 
there, also Eugene Bernard, and a youog 
man named Borde. Did not see the latter 
play at any time. Bernard took the deal 
once or twice, and won $25 or perhaps more 
on one deal. Afterwards he lost the deal 
and commenced to lose money. Witness 
had been iu the house before and had played 
on a provioua oocasion, winning one dollar. 

Asked to explain the game of Black Jack, 
witDCBB said : 

" It's a game in which one man deals, the 
others batting .to or against him. The 
dealer deals two cards to eaoh player around 

the board — ' j....-^ 

Mr. ,6regory-^Oae ab a time. 
His Honor— You're quite right, Mr. 
Gregory. 

M f . Gregory — We've all been there before. 
His Honor — I may explain. 1 saw Black 
Jack played for the firat time ati 9 o'clock 
tbia morning. I wished to familiarize my- 
self with the character of the game ao that 
this case would be intelligible to me. It was 
/ played for me by a young man whose name 
I'Bhi^4iot mention, and the Chief of Police, 
\iirho Loiay say seemed to know very little 
\ about the game. , 
•} Chorus of subdued voices— Oh'l. ; 
, *' I have also been taking my first lessons 
" in the game, so aa to understand tbb oase," 
' Mr. Gregory explained. ' 

Thewltneae (oontlnnlng)- Twenty-one la 
tlie game, an ace connting one or eleven at 
the player's ohoioe ; face cards ten eaoh, and 
all other carda according to the number of 
the spots, tho suite playing no part Id the 
game. If the players are not aatlsSed with 
the strength of the two cards dealt them 
they have a right to draw to their hands, 
21 being tho moRt desirable and the 
highest hand. If tho player baa 
nearer 21 tbaa the deiilor, ho 
wins the amount of his bet from the doaler. 
If vice ver.sa, thn doaler wins tho bet. If 
tho doaler turns up a, face card and an ace 
— which oonatitutfH Black Jack — ho takes 
everything on the board. If any player also 
has a Black Jack, however, the player saves 
hie stake ; and if ho has a Black Juck and 
tho dr.'lrr hisn't, ho gets the deal. The 
flonler iiltii) dr ikw to improve hie hand, 

biu 11 lit. VI 1.11 hia drawn carda gets over 21 
ho "ousts" and has to pay all round. If, 
on the other hand, the player "busts" in 
drawing to fill his hand, be loses and pays in 
at once to the dealer. 

" There is a little hole in the table, and 
whenever anyone gets a Black Jack and tho 
doal ohanfjes the no w dealer drops somolhing 
into the bole. 

Chief Shcppard — Drops something in? 
Some money,you mouu ? Ho don't drop his 
hat in, does he ? 

Witness (refieotively)— I have never seen 
a hat dropped Id, thontrh I haven't played 
the game very often. I think it's generally 
twolitts that's dropped into the hole. I 
don't know where tho money goes to, nor 
what beoomea of it finally. When It's once 
'. in the ho tt you can't got it out. I never 
' ,';saw anyoLc try to recover it. I should call 
, ' the game a game of chance, everyone being 
for himself. 

.Mr. Gregory cross-examined only' as to 
whether or not skill had not a part in the 
game. If a player followed the run of the 
cards dealt, would It not aid him materi- 
ally? 

The witness did not think itoouldbe done, 
but supposed if it could it would help tho 
player to draw with more security. 

EuRone Bernard was tho next witness 
called. He told of how he had taken part 
in tho game on the night of the 11th instant. 
Ho had had $5)0 when be went into the Beo 
Hive, and oamo out two hours later with 
SI 50. Duriig that time ho had taken the 
deal twice, winning bntwoen $tO and §50 
tho first time, Morris then took tho deal, a 
friend going in partnership with him to 
makeup tho necessary capital, and after- 
wards Im ( witnees) lost ovory liuio. Ho lost 
S50 or fUO in four or five tots. Ho had no- 
ticed the little holn iu the table and could 
testify that one of tho rules of the gnmo wos 
for the now dealer to drop a quarter in tho 
"kottlo" every time a Black Jack was 
turned. This was for tho privilege of deal- 
ing. He had conlrihutod his aharo to this 
sinking fund, which ho supposed wont to tho 
house. 

la the afternoon Clement Borde explained 
all about tho little bole in the table, tech> 
nioally referred to aa " the Kitty." The 



Kitty fund goes to the house, and is sup 
poaed to pay for the wear and tear on the 
tables, new cards, etc. In Mr. Horde's 
opinion, und he swears to having played 
tho gaiuo thirty or forty times, " thn dealer 
has a considfln^ble advantage in Black J aok.' 

Abrahom Morris, whoso opinion may also 
be glvf n as that of on export according to 
his own teatimony, deposed that it is op- 
tional whether or not the new dealer "hits 
the Kitty ,' or " feeds the Kitty," though 
he generally does. Hero the case for the 
proaecutiot: closed. 

Mr. Gregory hold that no evidence 
had been produced to show that 
the game at the Beo Hivo wos 
played with tho knowledge of the defendant, 
much loaa that he derived any profit there- 
by. The magiatrato, however, felt bound 
to send tho oase for trial, and the defendant 
was accordingly bound over in the sani of 
51,000 to appear at the first court of com- 
petent criminal jurisdiotion, — before a judge 
of tho Speedy Trials court should he desire 
to avail himself of this privilege of having 
his caae so summarily disposed of. 



MORE LIGHT WANTED. 

To THE Editor :— It appears to me there 
is some peculiar work going on in the city 
council oiroloa which would not stand very 
olose Borutiny. There ia the item of twelve 
miles of insulated wiro that tho city bought 
at $102 per mile. Why wore not tondora 
called for supplying tho above wire, thua 
giving some of our local firms a chanco to 
bid on it. One firm waa prepared to lay the 
identical wiro down hero at S02 and another 
at loss than $75 per mile. Now, who is to 
blame for this ? I believe it waa the acting 
eleotiio lighc superintendent ; he reoom- 
mondod that it be bought at that price, as it 
was very cheap, copper having taten a drop 
In price. I am informed that a determined 
effort is being made to have the boilers, etc., 
conatruoted in Seattle. I don't think any- 
thing will ever be constructed from the 
specifications that have so far been fur- 
niahod, which do not call for half tho neces- 
sary ;^maohinory required — there being no 
limit to many very necessary things. 

The proper way would be to call for ten- 
ders and let each one furnish his own plans 
to be submitted to the council and a practi- 
cal mechanloal engineer to report as to 
which would be the moat economical en- 
gines and boilers of a stated horse power. 
If we are to have slectrio light why let us 
have it as cheap as possible and plenty of it. 
What was tho Sooko lake echomo laid over 
for ? Merely to carry out an expensive 
method of lighting the city. The person 
responsible for the specifications ia credited 
with having said that the distance was too 
great, as seven miles was the limit of sue- 
oeasful transmitlon of eleotrlcity. Now 
what about' Qaetwo City with its forty 
milea of a circuit, Ottawa with its 13 miles; 
Niagara to Buffals, 30 miles ; jiNiagara to 
Now York City, (contemplated),' 100 milea ; 
Portland, Oregon, 43 mile circuit: San Ber- 
nardino, Cal., 56 mile circuit; Pomona, 
Gal., 30 mile oironit ; and Seattle, (contem- 
plated), 80 mile circuit? Batperhaps the 
greatest and most succeasful is the plant 
which supplies Berne, in Switzerland, with 
eleotrioity, which ia situated 129 milea from 
the oity and has given excellent satiafaotion. 
Now, if after conaldering the above dis- 
tances anyone says that the proposed Sooke 
lake power could not be suooessfni he 
knows very little about eleotrioal transmis- 
sion. 

Wo have in our oity a firm which has 
guaranteed to furnish everything in com- 
plete running order and guarantee 225 
lighta at the city limits for less than S75,- 
000, or inatal the whole plant, including 
lamps and wiring of city, with 220 aro lamps 
of 2,000 candle power eaoh, for less than 
$90,000. This would include the deed of 
land, dam, flume wheels, clearing the right 
of way — everything complete — and guar- 
antee COO apare h, p. for any other purpoae 
the oity wished to uae it. A complete 
water power plant at $90,000 would pay for 
itself in fifteen years merely by the saving 
in fuel and labor alone. Hence the city 
would have a bonank^a, and all that would 
be necessary to do is to use the preaent light 
until an act of parliament could bo got to 
carry the wires along the public highway 
. .that leads to Sooke lake, as there the water 
supply for such a purpose ia unlimited. 

I hope the conncil will take a tumble to 
how things aro going and keep matters more 
before the public. Faib Play. 

CITY WATEfi.. 

To TUE Editor : — Since this matter has 
again come to the front, and will continue 
to do so year after year just as long as 
things {remain as they are, if I might be 
allowed I would offer a few practical Bug- 
gostions, aa I suppoao we aro not for some 
time to havo any other supply than that 
from Elk lake. The first question ia what 
and when is tho pollution; and secondly, how 
ia it to ho remedied ? 

I took the trouble two years ago to make 
an analysis of the water in tho early part of 
tho year, and found that it might be elapsed 
with the pure good waters during tho winter 
inonths at least. In this opinion I am 
borne out by other analysts. 

Now I think we may safely say that the 
percentage of aewago matter (the most ob- 
jectionable feature in a potable water), ia so 
low in Elk lake aa not to require our con- 
sideration. What is then tho trouble ? I 
believe it to be this ; During the summer 
months the flow of fresh water into the lako 
is small, the temperature rises, and baotoriu 
whioh could not work at a lower tomporu- 
ture become active. At a higher a low fer- 
mentation and decomposition acta in and 
this stirs up the deposit at tho bottom, and 
the water holds in suspension a largo 
quantity of vegetable' matter, as well as the 
afore mentionedsohool, of bacteria. 

This can to agreat (sxtent, I think, be re- 
medied. It is a well known fact that lime 
la a great precipitant of organic matter. 
Now there lis . hardly doyj lime in Blk(lalce 
water, and I think 'Iblia to a 'bertain extenli 
due to thla that we have bo mnch to 'com- 
plain of. ' 

I would propose to add daily where it 
enters Beaver lake a certain proportion of 
lime water, so that when taken at the taps 
it would contain two or three grains to the 
gallon or porhapi more. Lime ia inexpens- 
ive, and thia would only require to bo done 
during the hot months of tho year; it ia not 
injurious in amull quantities, in faot the 
reverse, as Looh Katrine water, which ia 
used by Glasgow, has been blamed for caus- 
ing a number of diseases, owing to tho nearly 
entiro absence of limo. I have mysolf 
known water containing 88 grains per gallon 
to have been drunk for years without any 
evil effect. 

For a permanently good result there 
ought to bo good filter beds, and for thia I 
think that tho Water Commiasioners could 
not do bettor than consult tho London water 
companies, I mention them particularly, as 
they supply a water from an impure source, 
making it good before delivery, and thoy 
have spent a mint of money to obtain this 
result. Why not try and profit by their ex- 
porienoo ; and I beliove I am right in say- 
ing that they have gone into this matter on 
a larger scale than anywhere else.

A SURVEY OF THE SITUATION. 

The Opposition papers during the cam- 
paign have been, in all conscience, violent 
enough aud abusive enough, but out of tho 
great volume of evil-speakiog, lying and 
atonderiai; tltat has been poured over the 
oonntry tike a flood, pot a single charge of 
jobbery or oorrnption or of aerious misdoing 
of any kind has been formulated'- ag'aiiiBt tlie 
Government. The boldest attempt to give 
a slander a tang bio shape was the repetition 
of the charges connected with the Makusp 
khd Slccin guarantee, ^bnt everyone knows 
the lame and impotoat oonoltuion to which 
the attempt to iojare the Government with 
respect to that matter came. The Govern 
nisnt dLmanded an investigation, a Royal 
Commission was appointed composed of 
men aguinst whose ability and impartiality 
not a word could be said. But when it 
commenced its inquiry not a single member 
of the blatant Opposition had the courage 
or the manlineBB to a'ttempt to prove that 
the Government or any member of it had 
b een guilty of a aingle oorrnpt act. 

It has been pretty much the same with all 
the charges and reproaches of the Opposi- 
tion. They have been confined to indefin- 
ite atatements made , in languftge .mora or 
iess virnlent, by men who oould not be held 
responsible for their words. As soon as 
proof was roquirod and evidence demanded, 
tho charges so boldly made dwindled into 
insigaifiO'iQCO and it appeared that the per- 
sons who preferred them were themselves 
surprised to , d isoover on what . a ahatpip wy, 
mnsabatantial foandation they had been bailt. 
At the beginning of the last session 
of the Assembly, the publio were told about 
the wonderful scandals that were about to 
bo revealed, but when the session ended not 
a word had been said] that really afTuoted 
tho character, offioial or private, of any 
member of the Government. Those gentle- 
men have be'en before the country for some 
time for re<eleation, and nothing has been 
■aid Bc;ainBt them that is worth a moment's 
aeriouB consideration. ^ .| ' 

Ttic Opposition's oritioisms on the policy 
of the Government have been quite bb harm- 
less and.as ineffeotual aa their ;ttt»okB on the 
oharacter of its members.' A great fiiss was 
attempted to bo made about tho matter of 
redistribution. The late Government pro- 
mised to bring in a redistribution measure 
immediately after the oeusu-s had been 
taken. When the present Government 
aeb. abont perlorming , that> promise they 
foand that the' oensus fignria bb re- 
garded tho relative population of 
Island and Mainland were ridiculously 
incorrect. It would be manifestly unjust to 
redistribute tho representation on the basis 
of the census returns. liie redistribation 
measure waa postponed for a year. This 
postponement did not do the lei>.st injary to 
anyone as the Legislative Assembly had 
another year to live. At the next session 
of the Lfgialaturo the Government brought 
down a redis^ribution bill whioh was so well 
considered and ao fair to all sections of the 
Provinoe that the opposition to it was of the 
most perfanotory nature. The best oompli- 
mont that has been paid the Government's 
rcdistributiou measure is the redistribution 
plank which the editor of tho News Advor- 
tioor with groat labor hewed out for tho 
Opposition platform. It is in principle a 



mere imitation of the Government's measure. 

The school Isglslation of the Government 
has been, in the estimation of the Opposition, 
so good and so well adapted to the circum- 
stances of the country that they havo 
claimed the credit of it for themselves. 

The same may bo said of the Government's 
land policy. Tho altered circumstances of 
the oountry required a ohange in the man- 
agement and disposal of the public lands of 
the Provinoe. The Government saw the 
necessity of a change from the system that 
had been so long in operation, and they 
made it. Tho Opposition, having really no 
fault to find with tho course pursued by the 
Government with respeot to the public 
lands, would have the people believe that 
it is due to their inflnenoe that. , the land 
polioy of the Government' has bean im- 
proved. 

The policy of progress and ijnprovement 
pursued by the present Government is ao 
well suited to the oiroumstanoes of the ooun 
try and ao acceptable to the people that the 
Opposition tacitly confess that they cannot 
improve upon it. All that the editor of the 
News-Advertiser promises with respeot to it 
is that the Opposition, when they get into 
power— -nnder liis leadership of course — will 
administeir the Pablio 'Works Department 
more carefully and with a greater regard for 
economy than the present Government have 
done. It is pretty well known now 
how carefully he haa adminiatered (he funds 
intrusted to him, and the reanlts that biaad' 
miniatration , have produced have 'been ao 
bonefioial to those moat deeply Interested, 
that the publio will be' able to eatloiate his 
promises and assuranoes' in tbli i regard at 
their true worth. 

The Opposition have, in their eagerness to 
attain place and power, done their utmost 
to destroy the credit of the Province. That 
they have not been able to injure it in the 
slightest degree ia strong proof of the confi- 
dence whioh the best judges in matters 
of iiaanse," plaee , in the , ^Bonndnesa 
of the policy pnraned by' the ^present 
Government. If they had any doubt 
as to the discretion of the Provincial Fin- 
ance Minister and the willingness of thoLeg- 
islaturo to follow his guidance in money 
matters, there would be very soon an un- 
mistakable indication of their: loss .of oonfi- 
4ence in the shape of 'a fall in the value' of 
British Columbia securities. The Opposi- 
tion boar tho strongest teatimocy to their 
belief in the healthy condition of the finances 
of tho Provinoe when their Leader in his 
"fioancialplank" attemptsnothingmorethan 
to suggest a few UDimportBn6ohBngea in the 
way in whieli the aooounts of the 'Froyinoe 
are kept. Those changes, if made, ' ''would 
not havo the slightest efl'oct on the financial 
polioy of the Government. 

A review of all that the Opposition have 
said and written against the Government 
shows that they liave had really very little 
to say against either its peraonnel or its 
polioy. They have expended their strength 
in inventing grievances and in magnifying 
small and unimportant matters— in making 
mountains oat of molehilla. 



the final count lb all depends upon whose 
ox ia gored. 

Aooording to Mr. MoCatcheon's own 
story, he is a very remarkable man in hia 
way. He takes credit for the Shuswap Jc 
Okanagan Bail way, the Columbia & Koot- 
enay, for roads, trails, and bridges in Yale, 
for the preaent land laws, the Inland Agri- 
cultural Society, the Registry office at 
Kamloops, and the Provincial Home, be- 
oanae he aaya he advocated all these while 
oontrolling the Inland Sentinel. In abort, 
the inferenoB to be drawn from hia remarka 
is that if anything else good came out ofJNa- 
zareth during that time that ought to be set 
down to bla credit too, A most modest 
man is Mr. McCutobeon ; Mr. Martin did 
nothinj;, Mr. Vernon nothing, the Govern- 
ment nothing in these matters to entitle 
them to any reccgoition. Surdly a strange 
vision must have come to Mr. MoCutchoon, 
who all these years supported the Govern- 
ment, that he abould bo suddenly have be- 
come;;,^iailli)Bloned,' and, surely, 'granting 
that htB''influenoe editorially was^ so power- 
ful as to have acco^nplished all these things, 
ho should at least credit tho Government for 
having adopted so many useful hints, even 
if they had their mainspring and origin in 
his own massive brain. He is apparently 
too selfish and short-sighted for that small 
act of grace. 

Tho amusing part of it all ia, however, 
that tho Oppoaitionists, Messrs. Brown, 
Cotton, &o., olaim that they were the auth- 
on of ^the. good.tfahigs aooom^^ by the 
Government during a time when Mr. Mc- 
Cutobeon was supporting the latter. Either 
Mr. McCutcheon stole tho Opposition thun- 
der or they stole his. There seems to be a 
heavy score to settle between ;'them some- 
where.

Mr. Hugh MoCatobeon, North Yale, has 
IsBued what the lower Mainland papers af e 
pleased to refer to aa " an able manlfeato." 

Ic is a characteristic production, reflecting 
that narrow sectionalism which is the 
distinctive policy of the Opposition in every 
part of Britiah Columbia. Tbey see noth- 
ing or believe ia nothing that does not afi'ect 
their own partioalar Bistriots. They oppose 
everything that benefits any portion Of the 
Provinoe but their own. 

Mr. McCutcheon believes in and admits 
advocating the Shuswap & Okanogan Rail- 
way on the termc under which It was built, 
which pledges the credit of the Province to 
the extent of $25^000 per mile. He opposes 
the Kak'nsp & bldoan Railway, whioh pledg- 
es tho credit of the Province to the extent of 
$17,500 per mile. The latter, it is needless 
to say, does not affect the constituency he is 
running for. 

Mr. McCutcheon is very anxious to see the 
Nioola Talley Railway and the Cariboo Riil- 
way built at any cost, bnt aaya not a word 
abont the Chilliwack Railway, and condemns 
the Canada Western project. Tho first two, 
of course, are of p:irticular interest to his 
constituency. 

In referring to roads, trails and bridges ho 
remarks that " it is a matter of record that I 
hove urged their being built »n o// pa;-/-) o/ 
the (lislrki— to Notch Hill, Salmon Arm, 
Tappen Siding, Grand Prairie, Fish Lake, 
Lewie Creek— and in fact to all plaooa where 
now Bottlers had gone in or tiiinera !iud 
located and needed lumber and materials 
and an .outlet for their minea or the produce 
of their farms," ' In aborb, Mr. McCutcheon 
would promise everything and would give 
every thirg to his own diotrict to get elected, 
and yot ho tulks in tho moat noDchalant 
fashion about tho " reokleaa financial nmn- 
agemoub of the Government," forgetting 
that to provide on an equitable basis all 
tbeso improvements for all districts of the 
Province must entajl vost expenditure and 
greatly inoreaso tho publio debt, The Gov- 
ernment has endeavored to f airly meet the 
needs of every part of tho Province. Mr. 
McCutcheon must see that in condemning 
the Goverament for doing for the whole 
what he advocates for one partioalar district 
ho condemns himself. He is, moreover, a 
auctionalist, and a very greedy one at that, 
in nob wishii^g to extend to others what he 
would have for himself. 

Ic ia one of the most significanb features 
of this oampftign that Opposition members 
have in no ib'stanoe oondomned the Govern- 
ment for or voted «gainBt expenditares 
in their own district. We notice Mr, Som- 
lin waa oareful to say at a meeting 
tho other day that ho never oppoaod any- 
thing appropriated for Yale, 01 course not, 
it ia always appropriations in some other 
part of the country that ho objeota to, In

there from Westminster, who is not ac- 
quainted with a single elector and who will 
probably not be known, even by came, to 
six men in the diatriot.

ashamed. 

As an evidence of weakuena in tho country 
nothing could be moreiaignifioant than the 
puttiog up of Mr. Sohou, of Westminster, 
to oppose Col; Baker .m Bast Koot- 
enay. The Opposition have been - boast- 
ing that from every constituency were 
ooniiDg, like huge tidal waves, o.t- 
prcssiona of disaatisfaction and ovidonco 
of torrible roaotion that wpald sweep tho 
Government out of fxlstenoe. As they are 
unable to find mon to oppose the C^veromedt 
in two ridings, whereby four supporters were 
returned by ucolamotion, they, to avoid a 
similar nccurrenuo in East Kootenay, aond up 
a total stranger to act aa an obstructioniat. 
Nothing could be more fatal to thoir vain 
boa'tinga than this very act cf factious op- 
pi,;, r.lon and political spite, which is pniyan 
instanoe of that bad generalship on the part 
of its friends of whioh the Times complained 
so bitterly on Monday evening. 

Sending Mr, Sohou to Kootenay ia, we 
ate opnyinood.. ^ Stupid blander, aa well bb 
a direoii': Ihault to tlie ' oonstiluenoy. Col, 
Baker should have been allowed to oontinue 
his work on the Fraser, and should not 
havo been harassed hy a spiteful and schem- 
ing opposition who had no other object than 
to keep up uppearaucea and to bide thoir 
own weakness.

Tent Caterpillars and Woolly Aphis and tL<S 
Best Means of Getting Rid of Them. 

Tent oatorpiUars are playing havoo with 
the foliage of our fruic and ornamental trees. 
It is UBually easy to destroy them by out- 
ting off and burning the infected branches, 
or using a torch made of a piece ot cloth 
saturated with coal oil, tied to the end of a 
stick. In either case the operation should 
be performed early in the morning, before 
the insects have left their web, or in tho 
evening after they have returned. 

That most pernicious insect, the woolly 
aphis, is now showing itself in masses of 
white woolly substance, beneath which are 
the inaeots. It may be kept in obeok by the 
following ineans ;' *'8aak fonr'ponnds waste 
tobaoop to about nine gtllons ;.hot' water for 
foQr ^or five hbaraV^ Diafolvis one pound 
wbkt6.oil $oap ' in ; one (^gallpB hot , watier. 
Strain the tobacob deoooiion into the dis- 
solved soap and apply the mixture to infected 
trees with a spray pump, using a fine n( zz!e 
and all the force possible. Or the mixture 
may b* applied directly to the insects with 
a swab or brush. They may alao be killed 
by touching them with a swab dipped in 
coal oil, but care must be used as tho coal 
oil will injure tbe trees if used toi freely. 
The spraying should be done on a cloudy 
day, or in -early morning or evening, to 
avoid injury to foliage.

Comprehensive Address to the Elect- 
ors bf OhIlllwaek.;by tbe 
Ministeriai' Candidate. 

iir. S. A, Cawley, government candidate 
in the Chilliwack riding of the District of 
Westminster, publishes his address to the 
electors. The following is an extract from it : 

The government of to day having shown 
not only a willing and praotioal interest in, 
but an intelligent oompreheosion of our 
needs ; and to the furtherance of what our 
requirements demand, I shall be pleased to 
extend whateVer support and assistance lies 
in my power. 

This district is largely an agriculturol one, 
and as such has distinct riquiremcnts, look- 
ing forward to its developmeut, and there- 
fore demands legislation to conform with its 
requirements, PoeaeBsing, aa we do, one of 
tho finoab and moat fertile diatricta in the 
Province, our isolated position demands rail- 
ways to fully open it up. In the govern- 
ment's policy of aiding and assisting in rail- 
way construotion ia included a scheme for 
the betterment of our valley, by giving sub- 
stantial aid to the Chilliwack Railway Co., 
and I think we may reasonably expect that 
ere long we may see this much felt want 
supplied ; and my every efifoct sball be em- 
ployed in bringing this about M speedily as 
poneible. 

Anctl:or matter of equal — yes, I may say, 
of far greater — importance ia that of dyking 
and drainage. Most of the inhabitants of 
this district have just experienced a groat 
calamity by the overflowing of tho Fraser 
river. There can be no differenoo of opinion 
as to the possibility of protecting the dis- 
trict against another disaster of this nature. 
In this matter the government have shown 
that thoy ate alive to tbe reqairementa of 
the district. The aot of last Bseaion was not 
only a measure of substantial asaistanoe, but 
alTorda facilities for oanying on the work in 
a way that heretofore has not been possible. 
I regard thia as bub the beginning, and I 
hope ero long to see such aid given that tbe 
whole of theae valuable agricultural lands 
In the Fraser river valley may be brought 
under cultivotion and be productive. In 
the promotion of these objects I have, as a 
private ostizan, taken my part, and I trust, 
with your conaent aa your representative, to 
be permitted to have a large share of work 
and responsibility in connection therewith. 

There are many other matters to which I 
trust, in the same capacity, to have the op- 
portunity of paying attention. Our agri- 
cultural intoroata I havu always held to bo 
of tho most vital importance, not only to 
ourselves as farmers, but to the Province at 
largo. In staying its wholesale importation 
of farm products from outside, wo can pre- 
vent the ruinous drain of productive capital 
and put the earned capital in tho farmera' 
pookets. Tho government have shown act 
ive interest in agricultural affiirs generally, 
and their policy in this respect has had good 
results. By creating a bureau of agricul- 
tural information whioh has done much to 
itfiUsa Interest and B*^t9pbiQn. to tbe farming 
resouroes of this coUiitry, by liberal Aisist 
anoe to the fruit growers' and agrioaltnral 
asaociations, by the appointmenli of a lioard 
of hortiaulture and the enaoiment of wise and 
needfol legislation for the destruotion of 
peats. ' ' .' . (;:•■. 

The dairy interests of this and other dis- 
tricts are important and shonld bo further 
developed. It is to be regretted that so 
little attention has been paid to this indus- 
try in the past, and that so small a portion 
of the demand for butter and ohcean hue 
been anpplied by home produotion. I am 
pleased to note, however, that by a statute 
passed last session, tho governmout has 
shown its determination to advance this 
most important industry, and trust tb.at the 
same may be carried out and extended. I 
believe that what is being advocated in 
other and older countries should be ad- 
opted here, that ia the introduction of 
primary text hooka in agriculture in our 
public schools, and I shall endeavor to 
bring to the attention of the legislative 
aasembly and the government tho neces- 
sity of making the agricultural edu- 
cation of our youth a loading feature 
of our echonl system- I shall advocate 
the improvement of our Trunk roads, the en- 
conragemeot of small holdings as far as pos- 
sible ; thb repeal of the mortgage tax, and 
the aojuatmuut of taxation so as to afford a 
premium to cultivation and a detrimeut to 
useless land holding ; the building and 
maintenance of public schools, and the re- 
vision of the Muoicipal aotf 80 as to sepnr. 
ate tho interests of oli^'^and ciiral mnnlcl- 
palities, and other amendments to the Mnni- 
pal act which are much needed. I sball 
favor legislation providing for groups of 
municipalities forming themselves into 
county councils in which intereats com- 
mon to tho whole could ba deliberated and 
legislated upon. 

In tho matter of High schoola, I am of 
tho opinion that their more general institu- 
tion throughout the Province woulil ho of 
immense bjnefit, and my vote und infiuonce. 
if eleoted^'WOUld be devoted to that end.

AGilNST ANARCHISTS. 

Capital Panlsbment Providedfafl^tbe; FenaUy 
For Attempts on life and Property. 

Wasiiinqton CiT'y, Juno 26. — William A. 
Stone, a member ef the judiciary commit- 
tee, yesterday presented the following bill 
iu the houee, which was referred to the 

judiciary oommitteo : 

" That any person or persons who shall 
belong to or wlio shall be appointed or de- 
signated by '.iny society o: organization i x- 
idting in this country, or in any foreign 
country, which proyidea in writing or by 
verbal, .asr<ement,. anderBtanding or coun- 
tenance for the taking of human life unlaw- 
fully, or for the unlawful destruction of 
buildings or other proporiy where loss of 
human life is tho probable result of such de- 
struction of property, uiiull bo deemed an 
anarchist. 

"Any poraon or persona being anarchists, 
as defined by the first tectiou of this act, 
who shall attempt tho life of any person 
holding olfice, elective or appointive, under 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States, or who stall attempt tho destruction 
of huildinijG or other properties, where the 
loss of life of any Buoh official would bo the 
probable result of such destruction of build- 
ings or other property shall, upon trial and 
conviction of such oircnca in any circuit or 
district court of tho district where such of- 
fence waa attempted, bo sentenced to death 
by hanging, whioh Bcntcnce shall be execut- 
ed by tlia marohal of the district, in accord- 
auce with the sentence of the judge before 
whom the oaae waa tried."
